“The sailing of the John Adams for 
the U. States, affords me an opportunity 
of sending youthis. We broke up our 
winter quarters at Port Mahon, and an- 
chored here with the fleet on the 5th in- 
stant, consisting of the Java, Constellati- 
on, Erie and John Adams; the sloop of 
war Ontario is at. present in Marseilles. 
A few days previous to our departure 
from Mahon, an English squadron ren- 
dezvous in that harbor; they remained 
a couple of days, and went off—and on 
our arrival here, we found them anchors 
ed in order of battle abreast the batter- 
ies. This fleet consisted of 6 line of bat- 
tle ships, 2 frigates, 3 sloops of war, a 
bomb shi and the necessary number of 
transpor. Lord Exmouth, (formerly 
admiral Pellew,) had his flag in the 
Boyne, the only 8-decker in the fleet.— 
We learn fror; them in Mahon, that 
they were destined for this place their 
object, the liberation of all the christian 
slaves.

The supporters of this law, contended 
that the compensation to members by the 
former law was not sufficient, being but 
six dollars per day. To increase the 
sum would be a means ofshortening the 
sessions. Stating that members when 
paid by the day, neglected to attend to 
the business of the nation, in order to pro- 
crasiinate and lengthen outthe session 
io make money by their pay by the day. 

‘Af they have acted from public princi 
pies aiming at the public welfare, the 
people will remain with them.

suficient compensation? A member tra- 
vels from South Carolina to Washington, 
say for example 500 miles for which he 
receives $120. He will perform the 
journal in a chair or horseback, within 
about 12days, and will expend about $30 
in going, & the same in rewrning. The 
member therefore makes clear of all ex- 
pence $180 in 34 days. He will pay in

the depreciaton should be made up to 
the members—neither the mover of the 
resolution or any other gentleman that 
supported it, contended thatsix dollars 
por day was tot a sufficient compensati- 
on, aut conterded that whatever the bills 
had depreciaed by the banks refusing 
to pay specie ought to be made up to 
them—the-hotse by a large majority re- 
fused to consiler the resolution, saying 
that six dollas aday in the bills they 
received was n ample compensation.— 
Notwithsiandiig it was known at the 
times the bills had depreciated ten per} 
cent. 

Since the fomation of your govern- 
ment the memilers of Congress have al- 
ways been paic by the day, and never 
more than $6 jer day, for the time ‘they 
were in service~all the States in the U- 
nion pay their nembers to their State 
Legislatures by he day, this is negative- 
ly denying the propriety of compensat- 
ing them in any tther way.
